[ am afraid Religion and the Church will 
have but a poor day of it; on the other hand, 
here will be room for ſtrange DiftiaQions. 

Firft, here you will ſee who are the beft 
Churchmen, High or Low; for, are thz 
Players High-Church, as moſt allow if they 
are of auy Church at all, then a full, or a 
thin Houſe determines, who are beft Friends 
to the Church. 

But then here is another Misfortune, and 
I would have the Ladies very careful, how 
they brand themſelves with this Scandal of 
it They that go to this Play for 
the fake of the Church, certainly never go 
to the Church; if they did, they might fiad 
ways to give their Money to better hands.

T is the Opinion of ſome 
Divines, That Fudas's Re- 
yo proceeded not 

om a Sence of his Treaſon 
and Blood-guiltineſs, as he 
told the Fews, but having a View 


of the Conſequential Good it 


wou'd produce Mankind ; the Re- 
fleQion of which (not bis Sin) 
gave , him ſuch Anxiety, that 
made” him firſt break out into 
that Exclamation,and afterwards, 
when hang'd, burſt in ſunder, as 
the Text relates. 

That there are ſome Spirits 
ſo Malignant, that to have done 
any thing conducive to Good , 
gives them the higheſt Chagrin ; 
and they are never at reſt, till by 
ſome Counter-a& they retura to 
their Averſion of Well-doing. 

I think Mr. Review to de a 
lively Inſtance of this Aſlertion ; 
for ſome time after he had apply'd 
himſelf to the Caſe of Bankrupts 
and Trade, with a becoming 
ſtrength of Reaſon and Huma- 


nity, it made many begin to 
hope that he was about to re- 
trieve his Character, and to 
think and do aright "but, alas ! 
Nature will recoil, and he Scorns 
ſuch Poor Imputations as Repen- 
tanceand Amendment; and there- 
fore he lets us ſee that he's 
ſtill the ſame: For on Fwune the 
20th,out comes his Review Num.74.. 
full fraught with lnveQtives; which 
tho' he f ays, was only to explode 
a late Scandalous AQ of the 
Churches, yet 1n the purſuing his 
Theam, he lets fly not only at 
the Church, but the Queen, Mi- 
niſtry, Religion, and all things 
that beſpeak -our Reverence or 
Eſteem.

was, to take Moncy from the 
Play-houſe towards repairing a 
Chappel,) I am at a lots to tell : 
Nay it muſt ſtrangely Damp 
the Joy of our Succeſſes, when we 
find (as he ſays) all my Lord 
Aarlborough's Victories terminate 
1a the Eſtabliſhing a Church now 
ia Coafederacy ' with the Devil. 
Were it as he wou'd Paint, it 
can only be a Diverlion for De- 
viliſh Tempers, and you know 
who *tis S-lomon ſays, makes a 
Mock at Sin; and 1n the End, 
he that umploys will reward his 
Jeaſters. 

He tells us, That ſome-body 
ſaid, the Duke's Succeſſes were 
good for the Nation, but bad for 
the Church: I dare believe he's 


ſo convinc'd of the Advantages 
that will ariſe to the Church 
frem our Victories abroad ; that 
his Envy at That, raifed his Spleen 
to the height we find in this 


Paper. 

It was juſtly thought very Pro- 
fane,for a certain Poct,in a Play,to 
uſe that Pulpit-Exprefſion,Conſeder 
what has been ſaid ;, but Mr. Re- 
view thinks it a Decoration to the 
Frontiſpiece of his Pamphlet, to 
begin as Scripture, and take his 
Text from The Daily Courant - 
How that beſpeaks his Sence, of 
what Reverence 1s due to Holy 
Writ, I'll not determine, but [I 
think this it plainly proves, That 


though he's Maſter enough of 


Railing, yet the light Sence he 
expreſles for Religion, Preaching, 
Scripture, &c. ſhews him in no 
manner fitted to give Reproof 
or Advice; the worſt Invective 
that can be penn'd, coming from

true Zeal, though without Sence 
or Temper, may be well taken ; 
but to be Advis'd and Reprovd, 
tnough In the keeneſt Langua 

by a Profligate, loſt to all Sence 
of Goodneſs or Morals, can only 
move ones Spleen and Contempt. 
To be Reform'd by Unreform'd 
Inſtruments, is one of the true 
Reaſuns of the ſlow Progreſs in 
the Projet for Reformation of 
Manners. 

Before I take notice of any 
more Particulars of his Railing, 
I beg leave to ſtate the Caſe juſt 
aS it was, and then leave every 
one to judge of FaQ as they 
pleaſe. That part of St. Martir's 
Pariſh which is about Ruſſel-Court, 
beſides the fulneſs of the Church, 
was ſo remote, (that except they 
went to St. Clement's or Covent- 
Garden) they ſcarce ever could 
have an Opportunity of ſerving 
God in Publick. Upon Mr. Bur- 
geſss leaving his Meeting, Mr. 
Child, with fome more of the In- 
habitants, took it to make a 
Chappel of Eaſe. It was very 
Old and Incommodious, ſo that 
the Repairing and Fitting of it 
up, coſt 600 /. This could not 
immediately be raiſed by the Pew- 
money, or what was Subſcribed ; 
the they went about for 'a 
Voluntary Collefion of the Inha- 
bitants of the Pariſh, amongſt 
which the Play-houſe taking up a 
great part of the adjacentGround, 
Mr. Rich was apply'd to for Mo- 
ney towards the Repairs; it be- 
ing nao Pariſh, they cou'd not com- 
pel; and he being only one of the 
Patentees, cou'd not give out 
of the Stock, without the Con-

carrence of the reſt : The Play- 
ers were too Poor to give, and 
might be too Profane to re- 
gard Church-work ; ſo that there 
wa$S no way but to give one Day's 
AQting; and when Perſons give, 
they will ever do it in their own 
way. I don't think the Chap- 
pel-Wardens knew of its being 
put upon the Bills, nor can I 
blame the Play-houſe, which has 
heen ſo ſeverely attack'd from 
all ſides, to publiſh what they 
thought ſo good a Plea for Fa- 
yaur ; I ſuppoſe they conſider'd it 
only as a ſort of Decus & Tutamen, 
and never thought it a Compli- 
ment to High or Low, or any 
Church, but put up Religion over 
their Bills, as Corn-Cutters do 
Her Majeſties Arms over theirs, 
for the Exemplification and Gran- 
dure of the Buſineſs; not that 
they expected it would bring any 
to the Houſe meerly on the Ac- 
count of Religion (which by the 
way I think the.only juſt Remark 
the Review has made) that they 
who go to the Play for the ſake 
of the Church, certainly never go 
to the Church at all; ſo Religion 
cou'd not on that account expect 
a great Third Day, only the 
Theatre hoped to gain a good 
Firſt Rate Apology: | 
- But why ſhou'd it be more a 
Fault for theChappel-Wardens'to 
take Money from the Play-houſe 
as a Gift, than *tis for St. /Martir's 
Pariſh to receive Money from it 
by the Pariſh Aſſeſſinent ? Or doth 
the Government or Pariſhes think 
it any Reproach, to receive Taxes 
and Aſſeſſments from Theatres or 
Houſes of ill Fame? Were the 


Immorality of the Inhabitant to 
be a Reaſon why the Publick 
ſhou'd not accept of their Money, 
| doubt the Land-Tax and Pariſh- 
Books would prove very deficient 
Funds : Neither is the Govern- 
ment or Churches taking Money 
from Families that ſubliſt upon 
unwarrantable Courſes, any Plea 
for Protection, or a tacit Tolera- 
tion for ſuch Methods of living. 
Therefore none but Mr. Review 
could have the Front to ſuggeſt, 
that becauſe they contribute , 
therefore the Queen and Church 
are bcholding to ſuch means, and 
oblig'd to eſtabliſh and prote& 
them. I hope Mr. Review can give 
a living Inſtance of a Perſon that 
ſubſiſts by Scandal and Sedition, 
who (when he had a Houſe) paid 
what was required by that Go- 
—_— which would not pro- 
tect him from the juſt Cenſure of 
the Law, but left him to take his 
Deſerts. Beſides, If I am rightly 
iaform'd, *tis a Practice among our 
Neighbours,the Dutch, not only to 
tolerate Stage-Players, and pro- 
vide them with their Playing Ha- 
bits, but even to take of the 
Profits a Support towards their 
Churches and Hoſpitals. And tis 
well known, that in France one 
Third of the Profits of their The- 

atres is apply'd to the Invalids. 
But to return, as every Pariſh 
which hath a Theatre in it, makes 
them pay as a Houſe on the Pariſh 
Books, I can't conceive the Crime 
committed, to make fo unpro- 
fitable a part of that PrecinQ, 
contribute towards ſo good a 
Work: And as none but De Fee 
would have brought up ſuch a 
A 2 Railing 


Railing Accuſation, ſo I challenge 
the ſevereſt Chriſtian to fay, 
it has any thing in 1t morc 
than an Appearance, which might 
oive Scandal to the Prejudiced. 
Mr. Buree/s was ſo generous, 
In the Cloſe of his Farewel Ser- 
mon there, as to exnreſs. his 
Satisfaftion to hear that tne Place 
would be put toa Religious Uſe; 
he exhorred his People in that 
Neighbourhood to do all kind 
Offices towards forwardinzs f9 
go00d a Work; and lakly,he Pray'd 
for a Bleſſing on it. 

It was begun and carry on 
with indefaticable Pains and Ap- 
plication, tov the Eternal Honour 
of the Undertakers; and at laſt, 
with much Charge and Dijhculty 
Finiſh'd ; which the Enemy of all 
Good was not at Peace to ſee, 
therefore ſtirr'd up that Son ff 
Contention to Aſperſe and Rid1 
cule it: How ſtrongly he Inſpir'd 
his Emiſſary, 1s evident by his 


Languape, if you pleaſe but to ob- 
ſerve his firſt Piece of Logick, If 


the D | be come over to us, and 
aſſiſts ro ſupport the Church,the D-—l 
mu$t be in it if the Church be in 
Danger. 

Now that the D'—1 is not in 
the Church, nor its Intereſt, 1s 
very plain from his Scribe's wri- 
ting againſt and throwing Dirt at 
her ; neither 1s ſhe, I hope, in any 
more Danger from his Pen than 
his Prophecies, tho* he doth ſay, 
That the Play-houſe will Pull Down 
the Churcn;, yet ſhe will ſtand in 
ſpight of him,and theGates of Hell, 
as well as my Lord Marlborough did 
conquer.,, maugre all his Fore- 
boadings. No wonder That that 


Lying Spirit he poſſeſſeth ſhould 


alſo Inſpire him with ſo Invere- 
rate a Rooted Malice againſt the 
Church, *tis not enough for him 
to Sconce himſelf behind High 
Church like a Stalking - horſe ; 
for *tis plain he has an Inbred 
Spleen againſt all Churches, by 
his Ridiculing all Preachers as 
Actors,and ſaying, that all Preach- 
ing 1s Theatrica), and a Trade for 
Moncy; and puts them on the 
ſame Foot with the Stage : Bur 
If any part of Religion has his 
more particutar Avertion, *tis the 
Church of England, not conſider'd 
in its unhappy Diſtinfttions of 
High or Moderate, hut the whole 
Epiſcopal Order and Communion 
elſe how could he Charge what is 
(at'moſt but the Fault or Over- 
fight of a ſmall corner of a Pariſh) 
on ſo venerable a Community ? 
Would not a Stranger that ſhould 
read his Paper,think that the Con- 
vocation had in a Body waitcd on 
Mr. R:ch and the Patentees, and 
made a Compatt with them ? Or 
that. the Biſhop of London, at 
the Head of his Clergy, had ask'd 
the Company to Play one Day for 
the Churches ſake ? Ar leaſt, that 
the Vicar and Veſtry of St. Martin's 
had come to Mr. Baggs with a Pe- 
tition to give towards the Repairs 
of the Chappel ? But when it ap- 
pears only the Requeſt of the Un- 
dertakers of the Repairs for ſome- 
thing towards bearing the Charge 
they were at; and that the Players 
thought it for their Turn to pub- 
liſh their good Works for the 
Praiſe of Men; therefore this ſhall 
be cry'd out on, As an Att and 
Deed of the National Church, and a

gion; as he tells the World in his 
laſtPzragraph. Admit ourF,ncmies 
themſelves to be Judges. if there's 
any Honeſty, Juſtice or Truth, in 
ſ> horrid an Impatation ! 

Thar he -was Inraged at the 
firſt Thoughts of converting that 
Houſe ingo a Church of Ene/and 
Chappel, may be proved from one 
of his Reviews about that time, 
wherein he, with as much Igno- 
rance as Malice, asks himfelt by 
. Letter (according to his uſual way 
of Broaching Scandal) How that 
Chappel was to be Conſecrated after 
Nonconformity? When it he had 
known any thing of our Laws, hc 
could not have been 1gnoranr, 
that a private hired Chappel or 
Oratory - needs not nor can be 
Conſecrated ; for Conſecratic In 
the Church of England, only Im-

plies a making over and ſetting 
apart ſuch a Place for Publick

The Vlisfortunes of the Survi- 
rors of thoſe that ſufter'd for Loy- 
alfy and Religion, had their Tem- 


Pers too much ſoured; which, he- 


lides a Dezgn the then Court had 
to managemade them hut too apt 
to joyn with any Meaſures to re- 
taliavze the Wrongs they had ſuf- 
fered. In ſhort, both ſides were in 
a Ferment, the one for what they 
had, and the other with what they 
did ſuffer; but now the moſt of 
both Parties arc gone off thisStave 
of Life, and all ſhou'd be heal'd 
with that General Act of Oblivion, 
the Toleration, and a moſt Gracious 
Sovereign on the Throne, who re- 
commends Peace and Union as the 


Veorſhip; and all ſuch Acts ot\ beſt means of Her Favour, and 


Conſccration preſerve ſuch Places 
from being Seculariz'd, and can- 
not be annull'd except by A& 
of Parliament. As there is no 
Set Forms of Confecration in the 
Rubrick, ſo the Church of England 
uſes not Conſecration in a Popiſh 
Senſe or Manner. But when ſuch 
ARs of Appropriating Places for 
Publick Worſhip are done,'tis nel- 
therSinful nor Improper,l hope,to 
Implore the Divine Bleſiing on 
what's dedicated to its Service. 
Thus ſometimes this looks Popiſh, 
that Prophane,”tisno matter whar, 
if it can be but wreſted to Scan- 
dal,tis very greedily catch'd at by 
this Enemy of our Conſtitution. 
Nay, rather than not have In-

our owa Happinels. 

What can any one judge of 
this unſeaſonable Ripping up old 
Sores, but that it proceeds from a 
Spirit Implacable, Turbulent and 
Deviliſh ? with which he's ſo in- 
toxicated, that in one of his Para- 
graphs he won't give himſelf leave 
either to. look or think; bur runs 
a Muck at all,and toſſes the Queea 
and Peg Hughes, the Miniſtry and 
Ramondon,the Church and Cherrier, 
Miſs Saintlow and the Army, all of 
a Hurdy-Gurdy heap (as he calls 
it) fo that it the People of Ruſſel- 
Court did go out of the way to beg 
from the Stage, yet they have rare 
Company; the Queen, Parliament, 
and Miniſtry, may well keep ſuch

ſurely his Gall was in a vaſt Fit of 
Hurdy-Gurdy when he wrote this 
Period, which 1s as ill ſorted! as-- 
Hey to the Play, and the Park; the 
Ciurch, and the Devil; as a cele- 
brated Poet has it ; he muſt have 
Dreamt certainly of Mr. Bays's 
grand Dance to bring the Queen 
and Councils, Cherrier and Miſs 
e4intlow, the Army and Ramonaden 
all together at a Ball. 

This is indeed oneGf his bold 
Stroaks, and he was either in 
Drink or a Dream when 'twas 
wrote, for belides all his- uſual 
Rudeneſs,he ſeems to have loſt his 
ſeeing Faculty, for Ramondon don't 
Play at all, nor Pcg Hughes Sing on 
the Stage, as I ever heard. This 
Hurdy-Gurdy has made him gallop 
ſoviolently away,that he has quite 
forgot his Theam,therefore he had 
beſt look once more on his Text, 
Daily Courant, Numb. Fane 158. 
Nay, he aſſerts that the Queen, 
Parliament. and Miniſtry, are all 
abroad with the Army, for tis at 
home we have thoſe Heroes of the 
Stage; ſo the Apology 1s the bet- 
ter on the ſide of the Chappel- 
Warcicns, if -they did zmplore the 
help of De #2's Supream Dome- 
ſtick Power theStage. Ay,but ſays 
Mir. Review, "tis the High Flyers ] 
mean, and nat the Church. To which 
I only heg in anſwer, what Church 
he thinks the Queen is of, and 
$olicitous for the Welfare of? But 
as to his ſaying, the Play-houſe 1s 
of any Church or Party ; I do be- 
lieve as Sir Roger Leſtrange ſaid, 
/lurder was of no Keligion : SO] 
very believe the Theatres are 
67 n5 Party, nor profeſs any 


more Religion than the Reviewer, 
who hasa mighty Knack of Preach- 
ing what he does not Practice. 
Thus he's Zealous for Religion 
without Morals, a Champion for 
Liberty without having any Pro- 
perty; ahd ſets up for an Almo- 
ner without Honeſty. 

Would it not ſtir up, the Indig- 
nation of any honeſt Man, to hear 
him give an account of his Alms- 
giving, who won't pay his juſt 
Debts, and is now a Candidate for 
the Benefit of the late Aft? I com-. 
mend his Choice of an Inſtance of 
his Charity (Mr. Everret who was 
found with his Throat cut by Cam- 
bray- Houſe) for none can diſprove 
him there ; but I wou'd on a 5 /. 
Wager venture my Life, it he can 
produce any living Inſtance of his 
Charity, or of any Perſon that has 
receiv'd Relief from or by him 
within the ſpace of ten Years laft 
paſt. This is almoſt as wiſe a 
Thought, as that of his endea- 
vouring to hinder the Deſcent, 
which he with a ſort of Jack-Pud- 
ding Wir (Reader pardon the Ex- 
preſſion) attempts to Ridicule, by 
afirming, *T# i France whil/t *t:s 
here ; Nay, that it will do the French 
King more harm in the Iſle of Wight, 
than if they were mm the very Bowels 
of hrs Country. But 1 hope he's 
once more out in his Prognoſtica- 
tions, witneſs Ramillies. 

Then his pretty+ pat Qbſerva- 
tion, that the Rain which fell at 
Alderman Corniſh's Death, was a 
Token of Divine Diſpleaſure ; but 
the Rain on the Thankſgiving-day 
was an Inſtance of Heaven's Fa- 
vour : Juſt as a certain Author 
ſaid, God's Providence was like the 

Swiſs, 
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Swiſs, in Confederate and French Ser- 
vice at one time. 

I think I nced not take any no- 
tice of the reſt of his Untruths, as 
that the Church,in the lateReigns, 
built the Play-houſe,&c. They are 
fo palpable, that any who care to
